Lima's "paper government" is declared 


to be reaching a serious stage. Thousands 
of dollars are being spent for -'paper" plans 
and specifications, supervision of improve- 
ments by experts, and special experts in other 
lines.'.'

The most serious turn in this line just riovv 


is the decision to postpone the work on the- 
sewage disposal plant, which has been or- 
dered by the state department of health re- 
peatedly and whch is necessary to complete 
the big sewage system under way and make 
it of use to the city. 
. 


This decision has been made, it is said, 


because of the new law regulating bonds and 
the desire of the city government to have 
plans drawn for sewers which will not be 
built for years to come. 


The council has authorized the. letting of 


a contract to experts which will cost $25,000 
for a general sewer system which will come 
in later years, but which .is out of the ques- 
tion at present. An ordinance providing for 
the letting of this contract Has been passed. 


If this contract is let it will mean that the 


next Administration, supposed to be founded 
on sound business principles, will have hand- 
ed to it paper which cost (the city $50,000 to 
have experts prepare and which the new ad- 
ministration may not want. These will be 
the plans for the sewage disposal and inter- 
cepting sewers and those for the general 
sewer plan. 


In addition to this cost for plans and spec- 


ifications, which may be out of date by the 
time the city is ready to start work, an added 
expense of $150,000 will be incurred in the 
hiring of experts to carry out the supervision, 


if the present plan of hiring an outside expert 
for every job is carried out. This amount w 
estimated on the basis of present work—five 
percent of the cost of construction. 


In another column of this page the ser- 


iousness of the hiring of experts, while the 
city is maintaining an engineering depart- 
ment, may be seen. The cost for recent im* 
provement work, none of which is completed* 
is shown to be more than $350,000. This 
does not include the minor items, of which' 
there are many, and which would run the 
amount up to near the $400,000 mark.

Council has made possible the awarding 


of the contract for the general sewers, which' 
will be improvements to be made long after 
the present administration has passed out o£ 
existence, by the passage of an ordinance.

IS POOR 


Lima has been struggling with a shortage of finances for the 


last few years. Retrenchment has been the cry in the various 
departments and operating expense has been cut to the minimum 
because of necessity. 


Public iniprovments have come slowly. A few major pro- 


jects liave been started, but none really completed. 


A glance at the cost of engineering on the various improve- 


ments, including plans, specifications and. supervision of con- 
struction, ALL OF WHICH WENT TO EXPERTS WHILE THE 
CITY MAINTAINED AN ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, throws 
some light on the matter and shows to some extent why the city I 
is poor.

Lima's "paper government" is declared 


to be reaching a serious stage. 
Thousands 


of dollars are being spent for "paper" plans 
and specifications, supervision of improve- 
ments by experts, and special experts in other 
lines. 


The most serious turn in this line just now 


is the decision to postpone the work on the 
sewage disposal plant, which has been or- 
dered by the state department of health re- 
peatedly and whch is necessary to complete 
the big sewage system under way and make 
it of use to the city. 


This decision has been made, it is said, 


because of the new law regulating bonds and 
the desire of the city government to have 
plans drawn for sewers which will not be 
built for years to come. 


The council has authorized the letting of 


a contract to experts which will cost $25,000 
for a general sewer system which will come 
in later years, but which is out of the ques- 
tion at present. An ordinance providing lor 
the letting of this contract has been passed. 


If this contract is let it will mean that the 


next Administration, supposed to be founded 
on sound business principles, will have hand- 
sel to it paper which cost ,the city $50,000 to 
have experts prepare and which the new ad- 
ministration may not want. These will be 
the plans for the sewage disposal and inter- 
cepting sewers and those for the general 
sewer plan. 


In addition to this cost for plans and spec- 


ifications, which may be out of date by the 
time the city is ready to start work, an added 
expense of $ 150,000 will be incurred in the 
hiring of experts to cany out the supervision, 


if the present plan of hiring an outside expert 
for every job is carried out. This amount is 
estimated on the basis of present work—five 
percent of the cost of construction, 
: 


In another column of this page the ser* 


iousness of the hiring of experts, while the 
city is maintaining an engineering depart- 
ment, may be seen. The cost for recent im« 
provcment work, none of which is completed, 
is shown to be more than $350,000. This 
does not include the minor items, of which' 
there are many, and which would run the 
amount up to near the $400,000 mark.

Council has made possible the awarding 


of the contract for the general sewers, whicri 
will be improvements to be made long after 
the present administration has passed out of 
existence, by the passage of an ordinance. 
It has not yet been let by Service Director 
McClain.

In addition to this amount there are numerous small amounts 


paid 1o experts, such as attorneys, bridge arid light experts, and 
others, not included in the above amounts. The city has em- 
ployed special counsel on almost all of its fights before the courts 
and utilities commission during the last three or four years. This 
item would materially increase the amount the people of Lima 
are paying for experts. 


The city engineering department is maintained and equipped 


to carry on the engineering work,for the city, altho it lias no hand 
in the drawing of plans or supervision of work on the major pro- 
ierfs. Experts are ALWAYS hired for this work. 


Citj officials have had pointed out to them that the city 


x\ould be ahead on expenses if the city department were charged 
•Kith handling the work, alrlio it were necessary to hire more en- 
gineers.

departments and operating expense has been cut to the minimum 
because of necessity. 


Public improvments have come slowly. A few major pro- 


jects have been started, but none really completed. 


A glance at the cost of engineering on the various improve- 


ments, including plans, specifications and supervision of con- 
struction, ALL OF WHICH WENT TO EXPERTS WHILE THE 
CITY MAINTAINED AN ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT, throws 
some light on the matter and shows to some extent why the city 
is poor.

Lima's "paper government" is declared 


to be reaching a serious stage. Thousands 
of dollars are being spent for "paper" plans 
anci specifications, supervision of improve- 
ments by experts, and special experts in other 
lines. 


The most serious turn in this line just novV 


is the decision to postpone the work on the 
sewage disposal plant, which has been or- 
dered by the state department of health re- 
peatedly and whch is necessary to complete 
the big sewage system under way and make 
it of use to the city. 


This decision has been made, it is said, 


because of the new law regulating bonds and 
the desire of the city government to have 
plans drawn for sewers which will not be 
built for years to come. 


The council has authorized the letting of 


a contract to experts which will cost $25,000 
for a general sewer system which will come 
in later years, but which is out of the ques- 
tion at present. An ordinance providing for 
the letting of this contract has been passed. 


If this contract is let it will mean that the 


next administration, supposed to be founded 
on sound business principles, will have hand- 
zd to it paper which cost (the city $50,000 to 
have experts prepare and which the new ad- 
ministration may not want. These will be 
the plans for the sewage disposal and inter- 
cepting sewers and those for the general 
sewer plan. 


In addition to this cost for plans and spec- 


ifications, which may be out of date by the 
lime the city is ready to start work, an added 
expense of $ 150,000 will be incurred in the 
hiring of experts to carry out the supervision, 


if the present plan of hiring an outside expert 
for every job is carried out. This amount is 
estimated on the basis of present work—five 
percent of the cost of construction. 


In another column of this page the ser- 


iousness of the hiring of experts, while the 
city is maintaining an engineering depart- 
ment, may be seen. The cost for recent iir- 
piovement work, none of which is completed, 
is shown to be more than $350,000. This 
does not include the minor items, of which' 
there are many, and which wouM run the 
amount up to near the $400.000 mark.

Council has made possible the awarding 


of the contract for the general sewers, which 
\Mll be improvements to be made long after 
the present administration has passed out of 
existence, by the passage of an ordinance. 
It has not yet been let by Service Director 
McClain.

The city engineering department is maintained aiU equipped 


to carry on the engineering work for the city, altho it has no hand 
m the drawing of plans or supervision of work on the major pro- 
jects.
